DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 7, 10 and 11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,137,497 to Strunk et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,518,974 B2 and U.S. Patent No. 5,973,705 to 
Narayanswami) does not teach or suggest inverting a depth coordinate in a first stage of a 
hardware pipeline or multiplying position and texture coordinates by the inverted coordinate 
in a second stage of a hardware pipeline as recited in independent claims 1, 3, 7 and 11. 
Taylor reference does teach the inverting of the depth coordinate W and the multiplication of 
the inverted depth coordinate with the texture coordinates but such processing is not done in a 
pipeUne rather in a separate device (Figure 4) as per the instant application. Narayanswami 
reference teaches perspective projection of a vertex and other parameter slope calculations and 
a reciprocal i/x operation but does not utilize two stage hardware pipeline. Claims 5, 6, 10 and 
11 dependent from the independent claim and similarly include subject matter indicated 
allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
